O U that are the Repreſentatives , and into 
whoſe hands and truſt, the managing of that 
great buſineſſe of Trade is put, by that mot 
Worthy Company of Merchants, trading for 
the India ; you arc heere mer this 
day to offer up a voluntary, and a willing ſa- 
crifice of Praiſe and Thankſgiving unto Al- 

mighty God, for a great, and an unexpected mercy,in fafely re- 

turning. and that of late, ſeaven of your Ships together, from 
that long, and tedious , and hazardous Voyage. A greater re- 
turne at once, for number of Ships, then eyer you had, ſinco you 
looked that way, ſince you knew that Trade, Now, as I cannot 
but preſume you have already, more chen once, ſent up your 
private and particular acknowledgements to God for this great 
mercy : $o you doe well, very well, now in Publick to give 
him chankes for it , is the great ( ongregarion, Thanłefullneſſe 
to Almighty God being a debt, which as it is ever owing, (@ic 
muſt be alwayes paymy , as it is continually dur. And trucly 

this is a time of good 2ydings for you, ai you ſhauld doe very ill 

if you held your peace ; but ſeeing you ſo not ſo. and you have 

been pleaſed to make me your mouth to God , as (by his moit 
gracious aſſiſtance ) I maſt be his mouth to you this day. in the 
performance of this publick duty: I beſocch you(that we may 

preſently fer upon this worke ) toturne and to ſᷣx your eyes u- 

pon that —— of Scripture , unto which God hath directed

me to ſ — this particular occaſion ; waich wil fit ft 
— you of the cauſe of your preſent joy and gladneſſe. 
and then tell you that you ought , and therefore nuſt be very 
thankefull for it: the Argument for both theſe, lyes written in

geodneſſe , and fir hu wonderfull wor kes xo the children 
of men:: ¶ Or as it is more properly to be read from 
the Original : ¶ Les men praiſe the Lord for his good- 
neſſe, &e. 


jN this Pſalme there is mention made ef foure kindes, or ſorts 
of men, who are marvelouſly cogaged in that duty of thanke- 
fullneſſe unto Almighty God, for deliverances from perils. 

The firſt of theſe are ſuch as have eſcaped a dearth, in the 4. 
5.6. 7. 8/9. verſes of this Plalme. Hungry and thirffy , their 
foul faintidicirhews, verſe 5, And this Famine , this want of 
foode is a moſt heavy want; Doth the wild Af bray when foe 
hath grafſe ? ( faith Job) Or the xt low when be hath fodder ? 
Job 6. But if yee rake graſſe from the one, and fodder from 
the other, yee ſhall heare them roare ; this want of foode tame- 
ing man and beaſts. It is the eaſieſt thing in the world for a man 
to pray for dey/y bread, while he ſees it in his Cupbord , but 
when our owneproviſion failes, when er Oyle and Meale ate 
both quite ſpent; Oh then ir goes hard. This want of foode bei 
the keeneſt, the ſharpeſt of all temporall ' judgements , beca 
bread muſt be had, it is che ſtaffe of life; the-Prop , the Pillar, 
that next under the Giver thereof, keeps up theſe houſes of clay: 
The Peſtilence ſpares fome; and ſome may tun a way, and make 
their eſcape from the ſword ; but there is no defence againſt Fa- 
mine: Poverty may be borne, and paine endured, but the 
want

want of bread is intollerable, Many and great afflitions may 
be digeſted with Patience, if they be applyed by wiſdome, but 
who can ſtand againſt hunger ? And this was the fad condit.on 
of the firſt ſort of diſtre ſſed ones mentioned in this Plalme, who 
when they were ready to faint, to faile, to /wowne , like the peo- 
ple of 1 , Lam. 2.1% to fall, to dye in the ſtreetes for 
want of foode, they cry wwe the Lordin their aiſtreſſe, verſe g. 
and are heard, relieved, filled, ſatisſfied. | 

The ſecond of thoſe mentioned in this place are Priſoners, or 
Captives efilarged ; and their ſtory is laid downe from the be- 
ginning of the 10. tothe 17. ver. Theſe Priſoners or Captives 
they fit in darkeneſſe, v. 10. They are lodged in dungeons,cloth- 
ed, ot clogged with ir on,; are in very great extremity, enduring 
molt miſcrable and hard bondage; and being in this fad condi- 
tion, when men in generall ſtand a loofe , a far off from their 
help, when enemies will not when friends cannot relieve them, 
they looke further, they looke higher, T bey cry unte the Lord in 
their troubles, ana hs ſaveth ibem in their dilſro ſes, v 13, 

The third ſort of thoſe which are mentioned in this Plalme, 
are ſuch as are recovered out of ſome dangerous diſeaſe, they 
are ſicke men that languiſh , that pine away upon the bed of 
we akeneſſe, from the beginning of the 17, to ho 22 v.and theſe 
ſick men heere ſpoken of, ate ſtomackleſſe, bir ſow/e ert af 
manner of mate, v.18, thev did nauſcc at, loath it, becauſe they 
had no appetite to it. The firſt wee mentioned could not cate 
becauſe they had no foode , theſe becauſe they had no ſtomack ; 
let me tell you by the way, theſe are great mercies both; meate 
fer our (tumacks, and Romacks for our meate, which theſe poore 
lick ſoules wanted, their ſtomacks gone, their ſpiritsgone, for 
they drew ntare to the gates of death, v.18. and in this extremity, 
when they were almoſt quite ſpent, viſited with ſome ſad diſcale, 
our of which few eſcape ; they cry unte the Lord in their trou- 
ble, and he delivers tem ont of thety dib re ſſes, v. 9. 

The laſt memioned in this Palme ate Seamen, delivered out 
of ſome feare full and hideous tempeſt ; and their ſtery ãs layd 
downe from the beginning of the 23, to the 32, v. They that ge 
downe into the Sta in ups, Cc. as Merchants, Mariners, others 


whoſe buſineſle is in the Seas , in the mighty Waters; whoſe 
B travels

travels ate on the watery Maine, the/e ſee the workes of the Lore, 
— & mirabilia ejus in preſundo, his wonders in the deepe, 
verſc 24. 

The Lord faith the wiſe man, Prov. 30. 4. holds the windes in 
Ez fiſta, which when he is pleaſed to let out, the winds they raiſe 
the waves, the waves they raiſe the Ships, and theſe windes and 
waves by their imperuous oppoſit ion, many times boyle up the 
anruly waters to ſuch an height, put the Mariners into ſuch ex- 
tremities, that they know not what to doe: 7 bey monnt up un- 
to the Heavens, ſaith the Text. v. 6. tis an Hy ſcall ſpeech, 
that is, they are cat tyed up very high, then they go downe — 
0 the depths ; that is, they fall very low: Their ſoule molti be- 
cauſe of trewble, they reels to and fro, aud flagger like a drunken 
man, and are at their wits end, v.27. (There is no ſuch lively 
comment on this place, as the ſeeing or enduring of an hideous 
tempeſt, ) They are at their witi end, ſaith the Text: all their 
cunning in Navigation, yea their wit and judgement failes them, 
they being in ſuch ſort aſtoniſhed, that their art and knowledge 
ſtands them in no ſtead, tis gone from them. They reele to and 
fro like a drwnken man, their teete, and hands, and heads forget- 
ting to doe their offices, #hey reele to and fro, without any go- 
vernment or ſtay of themſelves. In this their ſtreight and ex- 
tremity , aggravated and encreafed by their owne feares, when 
they looke every minute to be buried in thoſe rowling graves, 

er thoſe huge heapes, thoſe mountaines of water, when all 
hope of deliverance failes, when it is with them as it was ſome- 
times with Iſrael brought to the Red Sea, Exod. 14. when they 
had the Sea befere them, and the (word behinde them, invironed, 
or ſurrounded (as it were) with death; when their caſe ſeemed to 
be ſuch, as one of the Ancientsobſerves of f̃enab, layd up, or 
buried i» tbe Wheles belly , Jonah 1. 17. as if ſal vation it ſelfe 
_ not —— — ; They cry wnto the Lord in — 

bringeth them ont of their diſtreſſes, v. 21. The now 
appeares in the Mut, in thoſe — Water, and will 


ler theſe poore diſtreſſed ones know to their great comfort, that 
all things are — impoſſible to him, that nothing

is hard. He who before rth the windes, calls them in a- 
gaine ; he who before raiſed up the waves, commands them 8

Mar. 4 the laft 
verſe: ſo that when theſe poore men in diſtreſſe ſeemed to be paſt 
all hope, all bility of helpe , then doth Cod ?ppeare for 
their ſuccour, for their deliverance : He makes the ſtor me a calm, 
ſo that the Waves thereof ars ftill, v.29. 

T hen are they glad, breauſe they be quiet , ſo be bringeth them 
to their deſired Haven, [or to the Haven where they would be.] 

Let men praiſe the Lord for bi geodneſſe, and for hu wonder jull 
wor kgs to the children of men, 

And theſe laſt words are delivered, repeated , foure ſeverill 
times in this Plalme, ſet up as a Standard at theend, the cloſe of 
all che forenamed great deliverances, to ſtir up all — 
rake of theſe ſeverall mercies, unto particular thankef . 

Celibrent apud Jebovam benignitatem ejur , & opera jet vi- 
rabilia ap filios bowinzn. them praiſe the Lord for bus 

oodneſſe, oc, Let them doe it ſecretly , openly, privately, and 
tore the Congregation. Celebrent apud lebowear. Let them 
acknowledge this mercy privately unto the Lord. Et apad fili- 
e l . Publickly before the Congregation, before the 
ſonnes of men : Let chem take all opportunities, at all times, 
in all , toconfefſe the goodnefle of the Lord, to extoll and 
his great and glorieus Name for all kia benefits, to give 
him the honour and praiſe that is due to him forall his mercies- 
And this I muſt tell you before hand is the generall uſe to be 
made of this Text, and 1 ipall end of this dayes ſolemne 
meeting. Then are they becamſe they be quiet, . from 
— words we may — 8 _ 
ir{t; a preſervation or deliverance and this is firſt imployed, 
and then expreſſed in the Text; implayed in the — 
the former verſe, under the word quiet, which eth 
ſome forrgoing trouble, then expreſſed in the latter end of the 
verſe, in enjoying a defired Haven after a fearefull ſtorme. 

Secondly, wee have the Parties that partake of this preſerva 
tion or deliverance,and they. wee told you before are Merchants, 
Mariners, Seamen, tbey are glad he bringeth them to their deſired 
Haven. ä 
Thirdly, wee have beere the Authour of this preſervation or 
deliverance, the Lord, He bringeth thers, cc.

And ꝑſtly, wee have the reſult of all theſe particulars. 

1. In joy and gladnefle; that comes to men by it. 
2. In praiſe and thankefullnefle , which muſt be returned to 
God for it. And now wee'le wrap up all theſe foregoing par- 
ticulars within the compaſſe of theſe two following pla ine and 
unforced obſervations. 

1. To be delivered from perils, or any ſireights whatſoever, to 
ewjoy a quiet harbour after dangerons ftormer, and fearer of ſhip. 
wrack, are mercies that cannot choſe but fill the beart with joy and 
$ladneſſe. Then are they glad, &c. * 

2. «Almighty God , who alone can proſerve and deli ver in 
ftreights , in extremities , muſt baus the honour and praiſe of all 
preſervation? of all d:liverances : Let them praiſe the Lord for 
his goodneſſe , &c. Theſe are the particulars upon which 
through Gods moſt gracious aſſiſtance, I ſhall enlarge my ſelte: 
firſt of the firſt : - 

To be delivered from perils or any ſtreights Whatſoever, to 
enjoy a quiet harbour after dangeron! formes, and fearer of Hip- 
wrack,, cannot chuſe but fill the heart with joy and gladneſe. 

Joy or gladneſſe is a ſweete motion of the ſoule ariſing from 
ſome preſcnt or hoped for good ; from ſome good in hand , or 
ſome good in hope, from ſome good in expectation, or ſome 
good in poſſeſſion : For as hope deferred mates the heart ficks, 
Prov.13 12. So hope accompliſhed makes it glad. 1 

Foode,yee know, is not ſo wellcomt to any, as to the hungry 
and empty; not ſo welcome to any, as to thoſe, whoſe bellies 
ſound like pipes for want of bread : For as the full ſeule loat bet 
the honey Combe, Prov. 27.7. ſo to the hungry ſouls every bitter 
thing i [werte 5 a good ſtomack making the meaneſt fleſh . the 
courſeſt bread dainty ts the hungry, and when in this caſt cho 
hunger is ſatisfied, how are the ſpirits refreſhed ? And how 
wellcome a good entertainement is? how pleaſant a ſoft and a 
ſweere lodging after a tedious and tireſome journey, every one 
knowes? 

A long continuance in the enjoyment of mercies detracts ve- 
ry much from the true valuation of them, and therefore our 
God onely wiſe, as the Apoſtle ſtiles him, Rom. 16. 27, whoſe 
good providence orders and diſpoſes of cvery thing according 

to 


p a e. 13 * : a 
to his infinite wiſdome and will, bath joyned bittet and ſwcete. 
mourning and joy; trouble and — — that after wer 
have had a ſence of both, our miſeries might make us to taſte our 
happineſſe the better. | 
For certainely it is a truth that Bovs.carend?, good things 
are never ſo truely , and ſo fully valued , as by their want: 
might inſtance in abundant pirticulars, but ſome few ſhall ſerve. 


As, 

n the time of a bloody, oppreſſing, undoing Warre, when a 
free borne prop le are enforced to live under the power of brui- 
tiſh, abſurd, imperions, unreaſonable men, as the Apoſtle phta- 
ſeth them, 2 Tl. 3.2 i im grun are mr 
Then they can conſider what an happineſſe there was in the en- 
joyment of peace, and liberty, when they fate quietly without 
di , dwelt ſafely, and neither felt, nor feared evill, au- 
der their mme Vine, nude their oWne Fig - tres, as Judah and Iſ- 
rael did all the happy dayes of Solomon, 1 Kings 4. 25. And in 
this caſe, when God is pleaſed to tan the ¶ aptivity of a peo- 
ple, te rebuke the multitude of the ſprare- men , te ſcatter 
thew that delight in Warre, as the Plalmiſt prayes, Palme 68. 30. 
how comfortable is it for all choſe that have lived under the po- 
wer of ſuch, as carry Lawes, Liberties, Religion, all upon their 
ſwords poynts, to be freed from that Bondage? 

When a man lies roaring under the extremity of the Tooth- 
ach, er the Gout, or Stone, or Strangury , then he can conſider 
what the enjoyment of health and caſe was, what the freedome 
and exemption from thoſe moſt ſharpe tortures and torments is. 
The conſideration, of which ſometimes mae a Mighty, a Pocent, 
and a rich King, toenvy the happineſſe of a poore unregarded 
Shepheard , becauſe he the poore man enjoyed his health and 
caſe, but the King did not. Nes vivere , ſed valere vita, tis 
health that ſweetens , and makes life, life; without it, life is a 
burthen, rather then a benefit; and therefore without all doubt, 
if Death and Sickneſſe could be bribed, they would be too rich. 
But in this caſe , when after tortures , and weakenefle of body 
health & caſe comes, what joy and gladneſſe come with them? 

"Tis well obſerved of Nam, 2 Kings 5. 1. thet be was 4 
(aptaine of the Hoſt of the King of Syria , 4 great man with bis 
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CMaſter the King, and an bonowrable man, that he wat « mighty 
man in valonr , but be was altper : That ſtaine of Leproſie did 
ſo ſawce the honour , and valour, and power of this man; that 
the pooreſt man in Syria would have been loth to have had all 
his honour, and all his power, to have had his skin too boote: in 
whoſe example wee may clearely ſee, hat there is no greatneſſe 
that can exempt a man from the moſt weariſome conditions. 
While N.aaman was a Leaper , he muſt needes contemplate the 
Joy and happineſſe of thoſe which were not ſo : And therefore 
what joy and gladneſſe muſt needes he himſelfe ke of, 
when bu fleſh came againe to blm like the fleſh of a lirtle Childs, 
and be was cleanſed from bis leproſie, 2 Kings 5 14. 

When men are bound in ſetters of iron , and boldin in the cords 
of affli iow , ſaith Elihu , Job 36. 8. Then they will come to 
know , and remember, and conſider themſelves. As*tis well 
obſerved of Manaſſer, that he never knew himſelfe till he was 
bound in chaines, 2 Chron.3 3.12. But when their chaine is loo- 
fed , and their fetters taken off, their mindes maſt needes bee 
changed from ſadnefle to cheerefulneſſe, with their condition. 
Such inſtances as theſe might be infinite. 

But to come up particularly to you, who are Merchants and 
Mariners, your dangers and deliverancesarclayd downe at large 
in this Pſalme , and conſequently your feaves and joyes. You, 
I ſay, who are Merchants, and by being ſo, hold a corre ſponden- 
cy by Traffique, with all places that are fam'd for Trade the 
world over 1 You by yeur Adventures can bring India, and 
Turky, and Egypt, nay Europe, Aſia, Affrica, America, I meane 
all parts and places the World over, that know Commerce, in 
their rich and uſefull Commodities home unto us. Certainely, 
as your calling is honourable , ſo tis very profitable and uſefull 
to all Kingdomes and Commonwealths ; a calling very law- 
full, while lawfully uſed. 

The ſtate of the World cannot ftand without buying and ſel- 
ling, Traffique and Tranſportation; Non omni fort mmi, tells. 
No Countrey in the World yields in ſufficiency all kindes 
of Commodities, and therefore there muſt be a path from one 
Kingdome to another, as there was from A to Aſsyria, and 
from Afsyria to Ægypt back againe , to wake a mntuall ppl, 
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of their ſeverall wants. Meſech the King of Moab was anci - 
ently famous for Sheepe, and conſequently for Wooll. 1 X. 3.4. 
And Hyrem King of Tyre had abundance of Timber and work- 
men, 1 K. 5. Ophir was famous for Gold; Cbittim for Ivory: 
Bahhan for Oakes; Lebanon for Cedars ; Saba for Frankincenſe, 
&c- They anciently called the Iſland of Sicily the Barne of 
Rome, and pt by reaſon of the fatneſſe of the River Nilus, 
the Granary of the World. They write proudly of Italy, and 
I wonder notat it, for therg is the chaire of pride, filled by the 
Pope, plans ipſo, and the Throne of Satan. They write of Italy 
that it affords the beſt Corne, and Wine and Oyle in the world, 
and that it is ſo planted, that it lookes throughon: like a Garden 
or Orchard : Wee ſhould not doe well to envy either the plen- 
ty or pleaſantneſſe of that Land, when wee conſider the wic- 
kednefſe of them that dwell therein; tor there is certainely a 
worme in their pleaſant Gewrd, that will, when they thinke not 
of it, mar all in an inſtane. 

For us that are Inhabitants of this INand, wee may moſt true 
ly , and thankefally acknowledge in the words of the Pſalmiſt, 
that ear lot in fallen wnto ut in a faire Land. I am ſure that wee 
inhabit a Kingdome that is too good for us; for us, that over- 
paſſe the derdes of the wicked, the Prophet /eremy ſpeakes it, Jer. 
5. 29. &c. wee may apply it. For us, that have beene blinded 
with Light, and have beene ſicke of being well: For us, that 
conſidering the abundant meanes wee formerly enjoyed, to help 
us to know God , till the groſſe miſts and fogges of Errour ſo 
thickned upon us, and the wings of Schiſme and Hereſie ſo blin- 
ded our Light: ( Though blefſed bee God wee are not without 
light ſtill, if wee can but ſee it:) For us, that conſidering the 
variety of mercies wee formerly enjoyed, till wee ſinned them 
away ; to provoke us to love God, theſe two particulars ſeri- 
ouſly conſidered, wee may conclude againſt our ſelves, that the 
Sunne ſhines not upon a more vile, wretched, ungodly people, 
then wee of this Nation are, conſidered colleively , and toge» 
ther; though wee may boldly ſay too, that if God have a peo- 
ple in the World , he hath a ople in this Kingdome, and were 
it not for theſe, wee ſhould be as Sodome , be as Gomorrha. 
Oh England, once the Glory, ſometimes the Henour , and the 
envy 
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envy of other Kingdomes, how {ad will thy condition be, if 
thou ſhalr live to become the ſcorne , the ſhame, the contempt 
cf Nations? if thou ſhalt receive by thine owne continued and 
in-bred contentions , ſo many ſcarres and blemiſhes , that may 
make thee looke like the man in Lucan, 
———- totumn pro uulnere( orpur, who was all wound. 
Yernotwithſtanding all our miſdeſervings, Almighty God 
ſuffers us ſtill to live in, to enjoy this good this very good Land, 
and ſuch a one, that as one ſometimes ſpake of Athens, that it 
was #3 ©>«J©-, the Greece of Greece: So it may be ſaid of 
England, that rightly conſidered init ſelfe, it is Kingdome of 
Kingdomes, and there is not a Canaan to be found in Europe, no 
not in the World, if not in this Iſland ; wee enjoying heete all 
the moſt naturall and neceſſary Commodities, for rayment, and 
nouriſhment , that can be deſired : A place rich in it ſelfe , and 
for what we want from other parts, God. hath made us a way in 
the Seas aud a path in the mighty Waters to bring it in · You that 
are the worthy Merchants, who with your hazard abroad, ſupply 
our wants at home: You know thoſe patbes and wayes , wee 
named to be deepe and dangerous , by reaſon of Tempeſts and 
other Caſualtics,and though a number of your Mariners are not 
at all troubled at Tempeſls, becauſe they have ſcene , and felt, 
and out lived ſo many of them ; and therefore are many times 
inſenſible of their dangers, yet you that are owners and imploy- 
ers of them, cannot but ſce their dayly deliverances, and there- 
fore yon owe very much unto Al mighty Cod for the preſerva- 
tion of their lives, your ſhips, and Commodities. 

Certainely, what returnes you make come to you with very 
much hazard, as David called che the water of the Well of Beths- 
lem blood, 1 Chron. 1 1. 19. becauſe it was brought through the 
Army of the Philiftines, wich the danger of mens lives. 

Thoſe Watery Pathes in which you tread, are wayes ſo full of 
danger, that Putticus who was one of thoſe who were called 
the ſcaven wiſe men of Greece, could not tell whether he ſhonld 
reckon Scamen among the livitg, or the dead. Dig, Newſre+ 
gizm, there be ing dangers of 14pwrack every where, by Tem- 
peſts, Guſts, Leakes, Rocks, Flats, Sands, Enemies, beſides ex- 
traotdinary calmes, that ſometime endanger the famiſhing of 


whole 


theſe fore named, ſad accidents . ( a8 by Gods Provid, 
many times doe) if their voyage be never ſo long, they live con- 
tinually within a few inches of death, — Digitu 4 morte renvotis 

Now all rfieſe accidents, caſualties, dangers pag together 
when God is pleaſed to preſerve and to deliver from theſe mani- 
fold perils; the in joymenc of a quiet harbour, after ſuch choiſe, 
ſuch variety of dangers , muſt needs fill che hearts with joy and 

ladneſſe. And not with theſe onely, but with thankfylneſſe al- 
o, unleſſe it be from ſuch, who are molt unworthy of the leaſt 
of the mercies they receive; becauſe they take all the favours 
and benefits that come from God, as bleſſings that come by 
chance, of courſe, and believe that becauſe God hath done much, 
he is ſtill bound to doe more for them. 

Now to give you reaſons, to conſirme this my firſt obſervati- 
on, were to bring a torch at noon- day to adde light to the un, 
were to confirme a tiuth that will admit of no contrad ictionʒ for 
as it is not poſſible for any man, unleſſe he be like to Solomons 
foole, Proverb, 23. the laft verſe, who could laugh when he was 
laſved and feels it not, to have cauſes ro make him miſerable, and

Some thing I confeſle ſhould be here added by way of infe- 
rence, or application, on this firſt point , but I ſhall relerye that 
for the cloſe of this exerciſe : In the meane time I ſhall intreare 
you to keep in mind the ſtreights, fears, dangers, and deliverin- 
ces ſpoken of in the Text, that you may be the better furniſhed 
to return the honour and praiſe of all your preſervations, of all

ſervation, moſt naturally ariſing from the Text, which that you 
may the better remember, ws w_ name it once more.

any, but the Almighty God, who made the waters, tolay cem- 
mands on them, to give Rules to them. Canft then binde the 
ſweet influences of Pleiades, or looſe the bands of Orion > ſaith 
God to 5b.

Tos that laade your ſelves with this thicks Clay, how 
long ? As if ſayd. doe you ever thinke to fill, to ſatisſie 
your ſoules wich chis? The barren wombe the mercileſſe grave, 
and unſatiable q ath will ſooner be ſatisfied , then the ſoule of 
man wirh things : The heart of a covetous man being like

that afford the richeſt Mines and Mineralls are moſt barten; ſo 
are theſe hearts that molt affect them, that moſt ſecke after them.
